The day’s program opened 
Kith a magnificent street parade, 
under the direction of Gen. H. B. 
Stoddard, 
grand 
m arshal, 
and 
('apt. Avery, chief of staff. 
The 
first division under command of 
4 >det Captain Poy included loco 
m obile, city marshals and police, 


grand marshal and staff, A. and M. 
college band, distinguished guests 
in carriages, A. and M. corps of 
cadets. The second division under 
command of Col. J. C. W ebb, com ­ 
prised the fair band, A llen Acad­ 
em y students mounted, decorated 
carriages and buggies, riders on 
horseback, trades display vehicles. 
The procession 
formed near the 
court house, moved three blocks 
north, thence to Main street, south 
to the city hall and out to the fair 
grounds. 
The parade was in all
